When petroleum is imported in bulk, its removal from the ship shall be effected by 
means of a hose and a wrought-irou pipe, and it shall be pumped into storage tavks, The 
discharge shall be continuous day and night until completed, weather and appliances per- 
mitting. When working at night the electric light only svall be used, and when the ship has 
finished discharging, the pipe to the storage tauks shall immediately be emptied by means of 
a supplemeutary pump on shore, If for any cause the discharge of petroleum is at any 
time suspended, ar:angements must be made by meaus of a valve for effectually preventing 
any of the oil left in the pipe from escaping.

In the case of noessay being deemed by the Trustees to be 
of sufficient merit, no prize is to be awarded, but the amount is to be retained, so that in any 
future year two or more prizes may be given, or the prize enhanced in the case of an. except- 
tionally good essay.

(1) Tene shall be two examinations for Matriculation in each year; one commencing 
on the second Monday in January, and the other on the second Monday in June, ‘They 
shall be open to all candidates who are of proper age and character (Rule 2). 

(2) A candidate who desires to be examined in Calcutta should apply to the Director of 
Public Instruction, Bengal, at least four months before the examination, when he will be 
required to forward, if a Christian, his baptismal certificate, and in other cases a declaration 
made before a Magistrate by bis parent or guardian, or by the candidate if of full age, 
that on the day of exam nation (taken as the Lith January or the 14th June respectively) he 
will have completed his sixteenth year. He should also forward a certificate of character 
from the privcipal authority of the institution to which he belongs, or, in the case of a vrivate 
candidate, from a Government official, The admission fee (Rule 3) must be seut at the 
same time, or else his name will not be included in the list of candidates to be forwarded to the 
Registrar of the University. The candidate should at the time of intimating his candidature 

.specify the optional subjects in language and science in which he elects to be examined. The 
Sub-Examiner appointed to superintend the examination is empowered to examine the age 
certificates, which will be returned to the candidates when done with. 

(3) Every candidate entering for the Matriculation Examination for the first time must 

a fee of Ks. 40, This sum will be paid by Government to the University, aud 
the difference, if any, between the sam of Rs. 40 avd the equivalent of £2 sterling at the 
current rate of exchange for postal money-orders, or such rate as may hereafter be determined, 
will be returned to the candidate. 

(4) If a candidate withdraws his name or fails to present himself st the examination, or 
fails to pass it, the fee shall not be returned to him, but he shall be allowed to enter for 
any subsequent Matriculation Examination upon payment, at every such entry, of an addi- 
tional fee of £1, provided that he comply with the requirements of Rule (2). 

N.B.—If a candidate, after entry and payment of the fee (or half-fee), is obliged, upon just grounds, to withdraw his 
name not less than a month before the examination, the Registrar may, on 4 representation of the case being made to bim, 
authorise the return of the deposit.
